Killed on the Railroad. 'V 


struck by an overhead bridge and in- 
stantly killed several hours after leaving 
home Sunday afternoon, was the sad fate 
of Charles P. Matthias, of Hanover, a 
flagman on the W. M. Railway. 
He was 
aged about 36 years. 
The fatal accident 
occurr*id a short distance beyond Boring's 
station, and about 3i miles West of Emo- 
ry Grove, 4,30 p. m. 
At this point the 
road makes a short curve. 
The train on 
which Mr. Mathias was killed was a heavy 
coal drag enroute from Hagerstown to 
Port Covington, 
The Hagerstown crew 
was relieved at Gettysburg by the Hano- 
ver crew under Conductor Harry Slagle. 
When near Boring's, a hot box was re- 
ported near the middle of the train and 
Flagman Matthias volunteered to go for 
ward and investigate. 
He did not return 
within a reasonable time, whereupon one 
of the crew began a search and found his 
dead body lying on top'of a coal car. His 
skull was fractured and there was a deep 
cut above the left eye, 
He had been 
struck by an overhead bridge. 
A strange 
thing was the fact that Mr Matthias was 
lying with his head toward the front of 
the train, face down, and must have been 
lifted from his feet and turned completely 
aruund when struck by the bridge. 
The 
body was placed in the telegraph oilice at 
Emory Grove until brought to Hanover 
on the Baltimore train at 8:27 p. m. 
It 
was then taken to the morgue of Bair 
Brothers and prepared for burial, and 
Monday morning was remoyed to his late 
heme. 
The deceased was a member of 
Brotherhood of Trainmen; also of Haho 
ver Lodge No. 227, Loyal Order of Moose, 
and of Hanover V ire Company No. 1 
He 
is survived by a widow; a step-son; his 
father, George Matthias; four brothers 
and two sisters.

Drunken Prisoners Terrorize Jail. 
Two drunken prisoners with a riol 
gun and luOO rounds of ammunition 
held high carnival in the Morris coun 
ty jail at Morristown, N, J. 


They terrorized the other prisoners, 
riddled the Ueeper*s oflice with bullets 
and failed in their plot for a wholesale 
jail delivery only because they drank 
too much liquor after tescaplng from 
their cells. 


The two prisoners, Eugene Sampson 
and John Burns, were placed in the 
hospital ward with several other pris 
oners, charged, like themselves, with 
minor offenses. 
Sampson and Burns 
picked the lock to a door which leads 
Into the keeper's oilice. Entering the 
office they broke open a desk and gol 
a bottle of liquor that had been taken 
from a prisoner a few hours before. 
This they drank. 


Then they broke into a store room 
and got the riot gun and ammunition 


On a shelf nearby lay other riol 
guns, but these the prisoners did no' 
touch. 


Returning to the hospital ward, they 
closed the iron door and began ilrinp 
through it. As each' shell contained h 
number of bullets the keeper's cfllco 
Ivas riddled. 


At daylight police and 
detectives 
entered the jail." They founS the in' 
mates in a state of terror. Burns and 
Sampson were asleep In a corner. 


Woman Found Murdered. 


With her head and chest crushed In 
as though beaten with heavy stones, a 
woman 
believed to be 
Mrs. Mary 
Louissa, of St. Clair, near Pottsville, 
Pa., was found dead in a clump of 
bushes Just off the public road on the 
outskirts of Pottsville. 


Mrs. Louissa disappeared from her 
home about two weeks ago and her 
twelve-year-old 
daughter created 
ox 
citement at the time when she repor^ 
ed to the police that her father h^d 
thrown 
her 
mother down a 
mint' 
breach and killed her. The mine bieach 
was searched In vain. 


A week ago tbe husband, Michael 
Louissa, disappeared froh homo, leav- 
ing four small children alone. 
They 
are now being cared for by the county. 


The police are now searching for the 
husband, 
as the description 
of the 
missing woman tallies with that of the 
murdered woman. She had been dead 
about two weeks.

Brother of Dead Man Says 


Quarrel Preceded Murder. 


rWO VERSIONS OF CRIME 


Shot in a desperate battle early on 
Sunday morning on the Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company's bridge over 
Darby creek, Thomas A. Lee, a deputy 
tax collector of Philadelphia, died In 
the Chester hospital. 


John Lee, twenty-six years old, the 
man*s son, surrendered to the authori- 
ties in the detective bureau at city 
hall, fourteen hours after the shoot* 
ing. Ho was then taken to the Dela- 
ware county jail at Media. 


The shot followed a quivrrel between 
father and son at a masquerude party, 
given 
In the father's boathouso on 
Darby 
creek, according to William 
Lee. 
Lee 
said 
he could give but 
meager details regarding the incidents 
that led up to the tragedy, as he did 
not attend the masquerade party and 
knew nothing of the affair until two 
hours after it happened. The following 
statement was made by Leo after he 
had made a partial investigation: 


"My brother and his son were at a 
masquerade 
party in 
my brother's 
boathouso on Darby creek. My brother 
was giving the party, of course. They 
got into somo kind of a quarrel over 
some little thing early in the evening. 
The other people In the party told 
them to forgot it. but they kept on 
nagging at each other about it for sev- 
eral hours. 


"Then they seemed to have forgot- 
ten their difliculty and laughed and 
talked and fooled around Just as every, 
body else was doing. 


"By and by, when everybody thought 
It had all blown over and had been for- 
gotten, my brother and John went out 
together. 
The next thing they knew 
there was a sound of shooting and 
everybody ran out of the boathouso 


"The bridge is only a little ways 
from the boathouse. and the crowd, 
running toward the sound of the shoot- 
ing, saw my brother s t i r 
toward 
them and yelling that I u hnil licon 
shot. 
They took him to the Ohrstor 
hospital. John wasn*t around an'I ihov 
couldn't" find him. 


"The first I heard of it was wh^n 
somoiiorly called me up on th ^ trie 
phone and said my brother was dying 
In the Chester hosjiital. F startol out 
at onrp and went and sav; hl^ .'* 


Robert Murphy, a nephew of! Thomas 
Lee, denied the story of the shootlna 
told by William Lee. "My uncle was 
shot by an uniclentifled man." ho said. 
"Nobody knows who the man was. My 
uncle left the boathouse and was com- 
ing home when a man stopped up and 
shot him in the stomach. 
Then the 
man disappeared." 


Lee clung to this story of the shoot- 
ing even after being Informed 
that 
John Lee had surrendered to the Delà- 
dare county detectives.

SLAYS CHILD AND HERSELF 


Woman Shoots Boy and Commit« Sul 
cide When Husband Dies. 


Mrs. Benjamin L. Banks, one of thf» 
most prominent women of Kentucky, 
shot and killed hor only child, a bo\ 
twelve years old, and then blew nut 
her own brains at her home In Rn-h 
mond, Ky. 


Tho tragedy followed the receipt ot 
news announcing tho sndden death of 
her husband from pneumonia in Adair 
county, where he had been visiting hia 
parents. Mrs. Banks was formerly ner* 
retary of the State Federation of Wo- 
man's Clubs. 


Ends Life by Leap Down Mine Shaft.

Parcel Post Profits $30,000,000. 


It has become known that the profit« 
t» the government from the operation 
of tho new parcel post system durhiR 
the calendar year 1913 would be about 
$30.000.000. 


The new system became effective on 
Jan. 1 last. It was estimated that the 
profits for the 
first 
year would lie 
about $15.000,000. but the actual As- 
uros now In possession of postal nffl- 
clnls convince them that the profit, in 
stead of being $15,000.000, will be 
000,000 for the first year. 


This will be interesting news to the 
railway officials, who have been con- 
tending that their roads were entitled 
to extra remuneration for carrying the 
mails, on account of the operation of 
the parcel post. 


It was learned from a reliable qtiar 
ter that, even assuming that the rtn\ 
tentlon of tho railroads was corrort. 
there still would have been a good 
margin of profit at the end of the cal- 
endar year 1913, after the payment of 
exetra remuneration to the roads.

and will be used in paying bounties 
Un- 
der tho present legislation governing tho 
killing ofgameand t'le bounties therefore, 
it is provided that $1 shall be paid for ev- 
ery mink killed, 
for every weasel, $2 
for every fox and $4 for each wild cat 
Section 12 of the law governing the pro 
tection and propagation of game is of in- 
terest to the general public. 
It states 
that the license fees collected under the 
provisions of this act should be paid over 
to the state treasurer, as designated, and 
he will keep t i e money thus collected as 
a fund separate and apart solely for the 
purpose of purchasing, and 
propagating 
game under the supervison of the game 
commissioners of the commonwealth of 
Pennsvlvania.

FOR STORING APPLES. 


H. C. Brinton, apple grower of Berwick 
township, has erected a concrete cold 
storagec ellar for apples and all kinds otj jM 
fruit. It is cooled by means of an under- 
^ 
-g'-ound ventilating system, with facilities 
W 
to chill with ice, if necessary. The cellar 
^ 
is divided into two parts. 
The front part 
is the smaller, which is used for chilling I 
^ 
fruit when brought from the orchard, be- 
fore placing it in the storage room in the 
rear. 
Also, later in the season it may be 
used for ripening the fruit, as the temper- 
ature can be readily controlled by the un- 
derground ventilating syetem. 
The stor- 
age capacity of tho building is about 2,200 
bushels. 
By means of the storage cellar, 
Mr. Bxinton expects to be able to store his 
apples in first class condition until late 
Spring, if need be. 
This season he will 
have a crop of about 1,000 buuhels of ap- 
ples, rearly all of which are now in stor 
age.

Proprietor of Hotel Fires 


Bullet Into His Brain. 


Richanl M. Ham proprietor of the Eagle 
Hotel, Gettysburg, committed suicide at 
noon on Fiiday by firing a bullet from a 
revolver into his right temple. 
His dcftth 
occurred at 1:22 p. m. 
Imaginary finan- 
cial troubles are said to have been the 
cauie for his act. 
Mr. Ham had been 
about the hotel all morning attending to 
his business affairs and at noon had an 
appointment with WMiliam Hersh 
and 
John D. Keith, his attorneys. 
A few^ 
minutes before they were expected 
he 
w^ent upstaira, leaving word to send them 
to the secoiid story parlor when 
they 
came. 
Mr. Hersh and Mr. Keith had 
scarcely reached this room when Bertha 
Harrison, the colored nuree of the four 
little children of Mr, and Mrs. Ham, rush 
ed into the parlor and called ^'Tho boss 
has shot hiuipclf. 
Come quick " 


They ran to the third floor where the 
unconscious form of the man was lying 
across the bed in his room and blood was 
gushing from the opening on the right 
side of the skull. 
His right hand was still 
•grasinng the revolver which lay across his 
abdomen, 
Mrs Ham >vas one of the first 
to reach his side and she swooned as she 
w^as confronted by the a\sfuî sight 
The 
bullet had penetrated the skull and lodg- 
ed in the brain. 
The injured man never 
regained consciousness. 


Within the last two weeks Mr. Ham 
and Neil McConomy, who had been joint 
proprietors of the hotel since April 10, dis- 
solved partnership, Mr. McConomy re 
turning to Philadelphia. 


That the brooding over his deal in hik- 
ing over the hotel w^as the cause of his 
death is generally believed though 
no 
proof of such feeling is known to have 
been given, and he gave no- indication 
that he contemplated taking his life. 
Those who have intimate knowledge of 
his business affairs declare that his finan 
cial matters were in excellent shape and 
that his worries were purely imaginary. 


With Mr. McConomy, Mr. Ham came 
to Gettysburg in April and, prior to com- 
ing to Gettysburg he was head clerk at the 
Bellevue Stratford in Philadelphia and his 
acquaintanceship extended 
over many 
states. 
He leaves his wife and four young 
children. 
Pie w^as about 40 years old. 


The body w^as buried at Portland, Me.

It took less than half an hour after 
bis arrival to* transform the cultured

His own garments 
were taken from him and a first term- 
er's suit with visored cap, heavy shoes 
and coarse underwear and socks of 
prison manufacture given him. 


!!(> was at ilrst assigned to the "idle 
ganir/* in which ail new arrivals are 
placed pending assignment to regular 
work. 
The idle gang cleans up the 
buildings, carries furniture from shop 
to shop, moves supplies and doea all 
tasks not regularly' given to any prison- 
el's. 


Later on Mr. Osborne was sent to the 
basket shop and while working there 
committed a breach of discipline that 
brought him before the warden. 
The 
warden told him that the only alter- 
native to obedience was th« "cooler" 
and locked the amateur convict In 
solitary confinement, which Mr. Os- 
borne has since termed the "innennost 
circle of the infomo." 


After his release Mr. Osborne issued 
the following statement: 


"I am more than ever confirmed in 
my previous opinion that the prison 
system is singularly unintelligent, in- 
effective and cruel. 
In many respects 
the material well being of convicts is 
carefully looked after. For instance, I 
found the food unexpectedly 
good. 
The cells, while exceedingly antiquat-

ed, are clean, well lighted by night 
and are sjitisfactorily ventilated. How- 
ever, I am told that in cold weather 
they are often exceedingly damp, as

•*My adoption of an alias proved to 
have been most valuable In getting on 
common ground with the men. 


**Anuther unintelligent aspect is the 
way the system inevitably tends to- 
ward making punLshment for small of- 
fenses the same as for great ofienses. 
There is no difference, for instance, 
between the offense of a man talking 
in the shop and of a man who takes 
up a crowbar and attempts to murder 
the officer in charge. Both are treated 
to thp dungeon. 


**There is a frightful waste of human 
life and Ingenuity because the system 
is so bad that, while there is some 
slight reform, the principle of reforma- 
tion is not used to anywhere near Its 
measure 
of 
po«:>ibllltIes. 
Realizing 
perfectly the considerable number of 
degenerates and other undesirable citi- 
zens included In the ranks of the pris- 
oners, I was amazed at the amount of 
splendid 
courage, 
fine 
feeling 
and 
neighborly Interest displayed by the 
Inmates toward each other. 
You can 
realize somewhat the cruelty of a rule 
which forbids a newcomer in prison to 
write more than one letter a month. 


'*When you think that we are in our 
cells every night from 5 until the next 
morning, fourteen hours, and all ,day 
Sund;? , you w'iU admit that the pun- 
ishment is severe. 
I found that the 
men did not sleep well, and of course I 
did not sleep well myself. In the dun- 
geon I managed to get three or four 
hours' sleep during the period I was in. 


hope to translate this experience 
Into something of great vaJue to the 
convicts, to myself and to every citi- 
zen of the state of New York. I have 
gained a new knowledge of human na- 
ture. a new faith in human nature, a 
new alti'ulsm, because I have seen BO 
much in Auburn prison that was gra- 
cious and bravje and splendid In every 
way. 


"So far as I am concerned, the thing 
has beeji a thrilling success, and 1 
think" that I have imagination enough

Department of Labor 


Badly In Need of 
Larger Appropriation

some reason that is not ap- 
paient on the surface the house 
of 
representatives 
seems 
to 
have lost Its affection for its 
former "pot.* the new department of 
labor. 
The njost serious practical ef- 
fect of the pa^simony with which the 
house thus far has treated the depart- 
ment is upon its possible activities in 
the conciliation of labor disputes. This, 
field had seemed likely to become one 
of its princii^al fields of usefulness. 
Secretary AVlison asked congress for 
$202.tXX). 
The general deficiency bill, 
as it stands, now gives him §37,000. 
Unless the senate rewrites the bill in 
this regard the department during the 
coming year will be badly crippled. 


The department began its independ- 
ent Ufo under a handicap. 
The last 
congress passed a law creating it out 
of the old department of commerce 
and labor, but gave It no sinews of 
war in the shape of appropriations. It 
was understood at the time that the 
new secretary of labor should organ-, 
ize his department and ask the suc- 
ceeding congress for the funds neces- 
sary for it to got under way. The cool- 
ness Avith which bis I'ecommendatlons 
have been treated Is hard to under- 
stand in view of the fact that labor 
and its interests have always been one 
of the chief hobbles of the house. 


This failure on the part of the bouse 
to grant .sui)plles for the department is 
characterized by Representative D. J. 
Lewis, chairman of the labor commit- 
tee, as "outra^,,.'ons." Mr. Lewis is en- 
deavoring t' 
revive interest in this 
matter in order to secure from the sen- 
ate the money which the house has re- 
fused to give. 
He points out that not 
only wili tlu» d('|)artment be handi- 
capped in many Iniporlant details, l»Ttt 
its important fun(»tion of arbitrating 
trade disputes is practically repealed.

not have the necessary money. At any 
time, as Mr. Lewis* points out, an 
emergency 
may 
arise in the 
labor 
world in wiiich the intervention of the 
department would avert great public 
evil, perhaps serious disorders. 


The amount of money authorized in 
the house bill for the execution of the 
duties in regard to conciliating labor 
disputes, which are imposed upon tlie 
secretary of labor by the organic act, is 
so small as to be practically useless, to 
the extent of defeating the whole pur- 
pose of the laM', Since the department' 
came Into being last March It has 
taken part In eleven arbitration cases, 
almost invariably with success. 


The house bill, by limiting the ex- 
penditure of this money to the pay- 
ment of expenses only of commission- 
ers of conciliation, in effect prohibits 
the employment of men who have the 
training and equipment necessary. The 
deimrtment asked congress to appropri- 
ate for salaries as well as for expenses. 
This congress so far has failed to do. 


Every bureau in the department of 
labor—the children's bureau, the bu- 
reau of la))or statistics, the immigra- 
tion bureau included—is completely up 
in the air as to whether It must move 
or stay where jt is. 
In njany of the 
offices the furniture, ixxjks, etc.. are 
tagged and ready to be sliipped. 
Plans 
as to where to move are many and 
conflicting, and 
it 
all 
depends 
on 
congress. 
According to one scheme, 
the secretary of labor will have to 
move out of the building in which he 
is now located and seek quarters else- 
where. 
Secretaj;y 
Wilson 
objects 
strongly to this. I'iei-ause he feels that, 
wherever he goes, he must be in close 
touch with the bureau of immiin'ation. 
Hardly a day pa.sses that he is not iJi 
consultation 
with senators, congress- 
men or tlie genei'al public I'egarding 
cases involving the right of aliens to 
enter or remain in the Tnited States. 


It Is known that President Wilson is 
deeply interested \n the development of 
this new department, and it is Jjelieved 
that when the bill begins to fc* c*iu- 
sidered seriously by the .senate the nd- 
ministration wjll exef^ BtiK>ng prewiur« 
Is Its behalf.

Belgium in the hope of succeeding the 
late King Leopold.
